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DISNEY RUNNERS 
BRING HOME THE GOLD 


In a near clean sweep of last Saturday's 3rd Annual St. 
Patrick's Day Run, Walt Disney World entrants took lst 
Place Gold in every category except one, while setting 
a new speed record for the four-mile course. 


It was Mike Burge of Tomorrowland Merchandise in 
the spotlight, turning in a searing 21:18.9 (twenty-one 
minutes, eighteen and 9/l0th seconds) to break the 
standing course record of 21:45.7 set by Dave Kowalski 
two-years ago. Mike's hard push on the track chewed 
26.8 seconds off the former record. 


The weather was clear, as 82 runners from Walt 
Disney World, Sea World, Circus World, Stars Hall of 
Fame and Wet 'n Wild lined up for the starter’s pistol at 
Sea World's back gate Saturday morning. A sharp 
crack from the gun and they were all off for a four-mile 
jaunt past Stars Hall of Fame to the Little Lake Bryan 
parking lot. 


This year, entrants’ ages were more widely spread 
than during the two previous runnings of the annual 
event, so additional categories were added to accom- 
modate them. In the most rooted for grouping, Hank 
Schubert of Engineering led the way for Men 41 & Over, 
crossing the finish line with a swift 24:39.8 to break his 
own record set last year by 22.2 seconds! Following on 
his heels were Morris Rashy of MIS with a 26:26.2 and 
Vince Lucchese of Facilities Training with a 28:51.2.

FILTERS 


With the cost of gasoline going up, it 
is becoming increasingly important 
to insure we are sqeezing every mile 
out of that gallon. Air and gasoline 
filters are very important as they 
allow your engine to gulp the vast 
amount of air it requires and insure 
an adequate, even supply of 
gasoline for peak performance. 

Gasoline filters should be replaced 
every engine tune-up or at least 
every 15,000 miles. 

Almost all air filters are now the 
pleated paper type and can easily be 
checked by removing it from its 
housing and holding it up to a strong 
light source. You should be able to 
see the fibers in the paper with the 
penetration of light. Remember with 
the sand in Florida the filter does not 
have to have a dark appearance to 
be clogged. 

If light does not penetrate the 
paper element, discard the old filter 
and replace it with a new one. It will 
well pay for itself in increased gas 
mileage.

SPORTS LADDERS AIMED AT 
INDIVIDUALS RATHER THAN TEAMS 


Four of Cast Activities ongoing sports programs are 
huge, involve team participation and generate plenty of 
promotional recognition in EYES & EARS. In fact, over a 
thousand cast members currently play in our Softball 
Leagues, Basketball Leagues, Volleyball Leagues and 
Bowling Leagues.
